DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Pre-Brief conference request received on 04/28/20 1 0 has been considered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,20,24,27,28, and 29 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 
1,20,224,27,28, and 29 distinguish over the prior art of record in that the Applicant specifically 
claims a communication and transfer system used in gaming establishment having a plurality of 
gaming machines arranged in a configuration, wherein a hand held transponder is adapted to 
transmit and receive electromagnetic radiation in communication with the plurality of gaming 
machines, wherein the transponder is operable to make a prediction regarding financial 
performance such as ratio of coin-in to a unit of time based on the game play on the gaming 
machines, and hence determining if the current game should replaced or not. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
